It is unfortunate when even a fledgling newspaper 
striving for economic stability and support, jeopardizes 
the community interests in favor of serving the interests 
of any one entity. 

The competition between papers, when not abused, 
helps to stimulate the most complete and accurate news 
coverage and provides the people with a vital aspect of an 
intelligent and free society — a free and unbiased press. 

When for political or economic reasons, any paper 
chooses to serve as the “public relations” arm for an in¬ 
dependent concern, that paper has taken the first step 
toward establishing itself as a parasite feeding from the 
efforts of its competition at the expense of its readers. 

If the competition between papers sparks a desire for 
dominance, let the question be resolved in judging the to¬ 
tality, accuracy and value of news coverage.

“I have some good news and some bad nows for you, 
Mr. Assemblyman. First the good nows — your district 
remians intact, with slight alterations, and your voter 
registration advantage has improved. 

“Now for the bad news about your district — you 
don’t live in it.” 

That’s the gag which will become reality for 22 stare 
Assemblymen, if the California Supreme Court accepts 
the roapportionrnent plan submitted last month by its 
own reapportionment task force. 

Under newly drawn Assembly district lines, 22 of 
eighty Assemblymen quickly discover that the prepon¬ 
derance of their political strength now rests in one or more 
new, neighboring districts. 

If the special Masters’ irlan is accepted this fall, as 
expected, the “disenfranchised” officeholders may choose 
to (1) slug it out where they are, (2) run for higher ofUce, 
(3) move residence and run for re-election in familiar 
territory, or (4) retire. 

As the reapportionment Masters put it 

fortunate but neecsary i- - . , ' 

adherence to objective criteria bring about inconvenience 
to some incumlx-nts in order that the eiti/.ens generally 
may benefit.” 

The Assembly plan is basically fair; the public will 
benefit if it becomes law. 

Assembly Democrats think they will benefit; their 
leaders see 49 seats in the Democratic column following 
the '7‘1 elections. 

Assembly Republicans think they will benefit; as Re¬ 
publican loader of the lower house, I believe we can win 
majority control next year under the plan — if Republi¬ 
cans continue to nominate the better candidates (Assembly 
Republicans have won four of five special elections this 
year). 

The Masters’ plan is the end product of the Legisla¬ 
ture’s inability to rcapporion itself. After more than two 
years of partisan bickering, gerrymandering, and guber¬ 
natorial vetoes, the court sei-zed responsibility for reap¬ 
portionment and appointed three retired judges to realign 
California’s 80 Assembly districts, 40 Senate districts, and 
43 Congressional districts in conformity with population 
shifts. 

The Masters took public testimony on the issue in 
Sacramento, Los Angeles, San Diego, and San Francisco
